AN ACT relating to the levee system at the city of Portage and 

vicinity, and making an appropriation therefor. 

The people of the State of Wisconsin, repris( nted in Senate and 
Assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. There is hereby appropriated to the commissioners, 
appointed pursuant to chapter 419 of the laws of 1903, from the 
drainage fund, the sum of twenty thousand dollars for the pur-
pose of eonst meting and strengthening the levee system, existing 
in the vicinity of Portage on the Wisconsin river in Columbia 
and Sauk Nnuities, to reclaim and protect swamp and overflowed 
lands granted to the stale by the [hilted States by act of congres;, 
approved September 28, 1850. There having been heretofore 
paid into the general fund from the proceeds of the sale of said 
swamp and overflowed lands a sum of money in excess of the
